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This action is in response to applicant's amendment of 21 July 2003. The objection to the 
specification, the 35 USC 1 12 rejections and the art rejections are all withdrawn due to the 
amendments to the specification and claims. 

The drawings are objected to because newly submitted figure 2 is a blurry copy of the 
originally submitted stapled micrograph and thus the figure shows the staples. A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The PTO does return drawings for purposes of correction (37 CFR 1.85(b)) and because 
they are part of the permanent record. Since this micrograph is not necessary for the 
understanding of the invention, applicant can delete this figure and all references to it and 
renumber the remaining figures accordingly. If applicant does not wish to delete this figure, they 
must either submit a micrograph that meets the requirements of 37 CFR 1.84 or they can submit 
an ink drawing showing the details of the micrograph as allowed by 37 CR 1.84(b)(1). 

This application contains claims 8-13 drawn to an invention nonelected with traverse in 
Paper No. 6, dated 1 1 February 2003. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 . 144) See MPEP 
§821.01. 

Newly submitted claim 1 5 is directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from 
the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: This claim is directed to magnetic 
read heads, magnetic field probes or current sensors which comprise a magneto-restive 
composite, where the shape or form of the composite is not given. Thus this claim is unrelated to 
the film of claims 1 , 4, 6 and 7. 
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Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claim 15 is withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Claims 6, 7 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The preambles of claims 6 and 7 do not match that of claim 1 . Claim 1 is directed to a 
composite film, while claims 6 and 7 are directed to a composite blend. Also claim 6 is indefinite 
since it teaches the mesh size of the polyethylene of claim 1, which implies the polyethylene is in 
the form of particles; but there are no polyethylene particles in claim 1 . Claim 14 is indefinite as 
to what is being claimed, the film or the claimed devices. If this claim is giving the future 
intended use of the film, then it does not further limit claim 1 since the intended use of the film 
in the claimed device does not further define the film. If this claim is claiming the film in the 
listed device, then this claim does not further limit claim 1 since it is directed to devices, not the 
film and thus is broader in scope than claim 1 . 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
